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Hopes Faded 
For Peace In 
Chinese War 


, Guns 
Menace 
Nanking; 
Government Is Gone

Nanking, 
Jan. 29 
(TP)—Com­ 
m unist gunners 
planted 
artillery 
on the north bank of the Yangtze, 
east of Nanking, 
and 
ominously 
w arned this chaotic capital today: 
If the governm ent wants to show 
its sincerity for peace, it will not 
move. 
But it was too late. 
A careful 
check failed to locate a single N a­ 
tionalist governm ent cabinet m em ­ 
ber in Nanking. All were adm itted­ 
ly gone except a few whose skele­ 
tonized 
offices 
reported 
them 
‘ out”. But their offices refused to 
say w here they had gone. 
Hopes for peace within the p r e ­ 
dictable future faded almost to the 
vanishing point. 
The latest Communist demand, 
that 
the 
government remain in 
Nanking, 
was 
telephoned 
from 
Ked-controlled Peiping by Acting 
President Li 
Tsung-Jen’s special 
representative. Commenting on the 
demand, 
an 
informed 
Chinese 
source observed: 
“Li T sung-Jen m ay find some 
w ay out, but we Chinese cannot 
imagine w hat it will be.” 
This source added that the de- 
m nd places Li “in an impossible 
po ition 
and 
ostensibly 
means 
th''re will be no peace.” 
The Communists artillery em ­ 
placements are situated so they 
can shell river, rail and highway 
traf fic to Shanghai, China’s indus­ 
trial and commercial center, 150 
miles east by south. 
With the Reds hardly five miles 
north of Nanking, and across the 
Yangtze, this half-abandoned cap­ 
ital all but forgot that today was 
C hina’s new year— usually an oc­ 
casion for celebration.

Chinese 
thought 
the 
Red had begun to shell Nanking 
w hen some hardy citizens said 
farewell to the “year of the ra t” 
by firing traditional fireworks. 
M any expected Gen. Chen Yi’s

the railhead city just across the 
river.

World Bank Lures 
American Billions 
Hoarded In Europe 


BY CHARLES MOLONY 
Washington, Jan. 29 (ZP)—The 
World Bank may make a fresh stab 
soon at prying loose millions of 
American dollars from European 
hiding places, so they can be used 
to help foreign economic recovery. 
Officials said the bank hopes to 
lure the sorely-needed U. S. cash 
into its coffers with special bond 
sales. The plan is to try the new 
method first in Belgium, with a 
$10,000,000 “pilot issue.” 
If that succeeds in coaxing the 
money out of hoarding, so it can be 
added to the bank’s loan funds, the 
project will be repeated in other 
countries. 
The plan's fate, they said, now 
rests with the Belgium govern­ 
ment, which first must agree not 
to penalize bond buyers by taxing 
them or “freezing” their dollar as­ 
sets. 
Officials said they are confident 
that Belgium will 
go 
along, 
in 
which case the bond sale — first 
of its kind—might go through by 
this summer. 
If it works it will be followed 
by a similar offering in the Neth­ 
erlands, and later, probably, in 
other countries. 
European governments are ex- 
pepcted to cooperate because they 
are vitally interested 
in 
getting 
hoarded dollars into use—particu­ 
larly 
in 
their own countries— 
through loans from the bank. 
Right 
now, Belgium industrial 
interests are negotiating 
for 
a 
bank loan ol around $18,000,000 
to equip private plants, with the 
Belgian government guaranteeing 
payment. 
The 47-nation lending agency 
is more interested at the moment 
in putting hoarded funds to work 
than in raising capital. Estimates 
of the amount of American money 
hidden under European m attress­ 
es have run into the billions.

Retailers 
Think 
Has Passed 
Peak

N ew Y ork— T he high 
cost

lu m b e r has passed its peak for 
the p resent era of inflation. 
T h a t’s the alm ost 
unanim ous 
opinion am ong 4,000 lu m b er d eal­ 
ers w ho tossed tim b er 
talk 
at 
each other this 
w eek 
in 
New 
Y ork at th e an n u a l convention of 
th e N ortheast 
R etail 
L u m b e r­ 
m en s Association. 
How m uch of a dip is ahead In 
19-19? M ost predictions range be­ 
tw een IO per cent and 15 per cent. 
Som e lu m b erm en th in k th e d e­ 
cline w ill not be 
th a t 
sharp. 
Most concede th a t it 
could 
be 
sh arp er if bu ild er 
resistance 
to 
high costs should cut hom e con­ 
struction steeply this year. 
An A xe for Inventories 
R etailers are evincing lack of 
fuith in today’s prices by sh a rp ­ 
ly p arin g inventories. 
C onnecticut lu m b e r dealer Ray 
R ublev now has 
an 
inventory 
valued a t $125,000. H e w ants to 
cut it dow n to the. $75,000 or $80,- 
0C0 level. Says Mr. R ubley: “P eo ­ 
ple are relu ctan t to b u y .” 
G eorge 
F ish b u rn , 
w ho 
sells 
lu m b er on N ew Y o rk ’s Long Is­ 
land, k ept aro u n d 100,000 feet in 
stock last year. Says Mr. 
F ish ­ 
burn: “ This y e a r I ’m 
going 
to 
lim it in v en to ry to 50,000 or 75,000 
feet at a tim e.” 
B ack of this nervousness over 
prices are several factors. One is 
lu m b e r p roduction roaring along 
at a level 50 p e r cent above p re ­ 
w a r 1939. A n o th er is a sag, since 
th e m iddle of last y ear, 
in 
th e 
n u m b e r of new houses p u t u n d er 
construction. Still a n o th e r is the 
increasing n u m b e r of costly new 
houses th a t are going begging for 
buyers. 
Lots Of Lumber 
Last y e a r th e n a tio n ’s sawm ills 
tu rn e d o u t an estim ated 38 bil­ 
lion board feet of lum ber. A n n u ­ 
al o u tp u t in th e years ju st before 
th e w a r ran a ro u n d 24 billion. As 
recently as 1935, pro d u ctio n was 
less th an 20 billion. 
D espite the m o u n tain o u s o u t­ 
pu t, lu m b er has been a sta r p e r­ 
form er in the p o s t-w a r inflation 
story. Its av e rag e w holesale price, 
oxen a fte r declining som e in the 
last half of the year, ended 1948 
ab o u t 230 p er cent above th e 1939 
level. B y contrast, 
th e 
average 
p rice level of all building m a te r­ 
ials has clim bed only 125 p er cent 
since 1939. 
Most lu m b e r goes into houses. 
A fter 
beginning 
1948 
steeply 
above th e 1947 level, new house 
“ s ta rts” 
su d d en ly 
slu m p ed 
to 
eq u ality w ith 
1947 
in 
August. 
T hey dipped below 1947 in S ep ­ 
tem ber. A nd m o n th ly totals have 
b een below y ea r-a g o vo lu m e ev ­ 
er since.

Stocks Up, Orders Down 
Before 
1948 
ended,

ventories som e 80 p er cent above 
a y ear earlier an d th e ir n ew o r­ 
ders ru n n in g n e a rly 40 per cent 
below the y ear ago level. 
This p a tte rn for 
m onths 
has 
p u t a w eight aro u n d th e neck of 
h 'g h lu m b e r prices. A fter reach ­ 
ing a p o st-w a r p eak last A ugust 
at 319 (the 1926 av erag e equals 
IOO), th e B u reau of 
L abor 
S ta ­ 
tistics w holesale lu m b e r price in ­ 
dex has slipped at an accelerat­ 
ing pace. T h e index 
fell 
two 
points in S eptem ber, th ree in O c­ 
tober. four in N o v em b e r and five 
in D ecem ber— to en d th e y ea r at 
305. 
In the past eight w eeks, lu m ­ 
b er prices have h ad th eir sh a rp ­ 
est breaks since th e w ar. 
Said one lu m b e r d ealer at this 
w ee k ’s convention: “ A y ear ago 
lu m b er used in th e fram ew o rk of 
housese w as selling fo r 
$125 
a 
th ousand feet. Tw o 
m onths 
ago 
th e price w as 
$120. 
It’s 
now 
aro u n d $105.” 
Price w eakness has been larg e­ 
ly centered In th e heavy, rough 
types of wood used in m aking the 
fram es of houses and 
in 
low er 
grades of lu m b e r— th e kind h a v ­ 
ing a plen itu d e 
of 
knots 
and 
splits. B ut th e re is evidence it is 
spreading to th e b etter m aterial 
— even to the m u ch -d esired “ mill 
w ork,” 
w hich 
includes 
such 
things as sashes, doors and trim ­ 
ming. 
‘A few days ago,” said a con­ 
vent ioning 
retailer 
from 
New 
England, “a co n tracto r told me 
he would tak e 8,000 
to 
10,000 
small sashes if I w ould give him 
a IO p er cent discount from the 
m jik e t price. B ecause of w hat I 
had paid for m y stock on hand I 
c c uiCi not fill th e order on those 
term s. But I ’m p re tty sure one of 
m y com petitors did."

Mr. M au g h am has com ­ 
m itted a book a y e a r for th e last 
50 years or so, and he m akes it 
sound aw ful sim ple. 
As a m a tte r of fact, he m ad e it 
sound so sim ple I w ish h e ’d kept 
his peace. 
T he w orld is overfull 
of au th o rs now, all shooting their 
prose like arro w s 
into th e air, 
a n d sounding off 
on 
personal 
soapboxes. 
Seem s like th e last 
dozen years h av e b red 
nothing 
b u t quilldrivers, all of them fa n ­ 
tastically fecund. 
T h e h o rrid tru th is th at w rit­ 
ing has alw ays been 
som ew hat 
sim pler th an 
ru d im e n ta ry 
ca r­ 
p entry, and th a t anybody w ho can 
drive a nail can w rite a book. TY 
centuries w riters 
m asked 
th; 
sim ple tru th in contrived m y sti­ 
cism, in o rd er to 
protect 
their 
guild. 
But one day th e publishes 
realized that ev ery b o d y 
ha.- 
a 
story in him , and proceeded 
t 


J pry it loose w ith tire tools. 
Many Amateur Authors 
T h e result is th a t th e co-mo 
is cram m ed w ith a m a te u r autho s. 
T h e garbage m an w rites of coffee 
grounds and w ilted 
lettuce 
in 
th e ir relation to his ego, and the 
postm an w rites of sore feet and 
dead letters. 
T he b u tch er, 
the 
cook, the upstairs m aid, th e baker, 
th e 
doctor, 
law yer, 
m erchant, 
chief— they all knock out a book. 
Especially v iru le n t to d a y is the 
n am e-d ro p p in g school of ex p re s­ 
sion, w hich m ay be defined as the 
h alf-asterisk e d expose. 
Anybody 
w ho has ever hun g 
aro u n d 
a 
celebrity w rites a book about tho 
hotshot, hinting at all sorts 
of 
in n er-san ctu m s 
k n o w led g e 
and 
d irty doings in th e d a rk of 
the 
moon. 
This is a p p a re n t in the 
m a n y parasitic tren d rils 
tw ined 
round New Deal figures, and in 
the 
exploitation of Gen. Eisen­ 
how er as a subject for personal 
preening and stru ttin g by ev e ry ­ 
body from his cook to his naval 
aide. 
This leads, g rad u ally , to a r i­ 
diculous point w h e re people will 
be w riting books a b o u t th e people 
w ho w rite books ab o u t im portant 
people. 
T h e last book ab o u t Eis­ 
en h o w e r w ill be a w eighty tom e 
entitled: 
“ I 
w as 
th e re 
w hen 
Cousin H enry said h e ’d seen 
a 
m an w ho knew th e second w ife ot 
th e fellow w ho set th e ty p e for 
th e book ab o u t th e a u th o r of Eis­

er.” 
How to Avoid It 
In order to p artially check the* 
poison of M r. M a u g h a m ’s recipe 
for easy belles lettres, 
I 
w ould 
like to suggest a few hints con­ 
cerning the avoidance of a u th o r­ 
ship. 
I t ’s really p retty sim ple not 
to be a w riter, if you w o rk h ard 
enough at it. 
I d o n ’t m ean things like taking 
a cold show er or brisk w alk s or 
even beating up th e 
ty p e w riter 
w ith th e flat of an ax. 
Nor is 
th e daily double fea tu re or im ­ 
m ersion in television m o re th a n 
a tem p o rary rem edy for an u n ­ 
controllable urge to pro create a 
parag rap h . 
You h av e to get to the 
root of th e m atter. 
T he m an w ho is serious ab o u t 
not w an tin g to w rite will choose 
a career like coal m ining w hich 
leaves him so tired at th e d a y ’s 
end he co uldn’t even lift a pencil, 
let alone push it. 
Rigid avoidance 
of th e great, th e n ear-g reat, an d 
th e d e m i-se m i-g ieat will th ro ttle 
th e muse, since you w ill h av e no 
nam es to drop, no plots to retail. 
M any a fellow h as dro w n ed his 
yen to play H em ingw ay m ere ly by 
forcing him self to read all 
of 
P ro u st and th e J a m e s boys, and 
| I do n ’t m ean F ra n k and Jesse. 
O ne can avoid w riting by h a n g ­ 
ing aro u n d th e 
plush 
jinjoints 
w hich cater to successful 
w rit­ 
ers, an d observing said w riters 
at play. 
This is called th e “ h o r­ 
rible ex a m p le” m ethod. 
It is re ­ 
lated to the m ore drastic system 
of m arry in g a w riter, practically 
a sure cure for journalistic a m ­ 
bition. 
T here a re all sorts 
of 
w ay s out, if you only look 
for 
them . 
And alw ays b ear this in 
m ind, d ear reader: 
It is not n ec­ 
essary to w rite. 
M any a m illion­ 
aire goes happily to 
his 
tom b

Driving On Bay 
Invites Tragedy 
T 
WO ESCANABA FISHERMEN escaped 
drowning in Little Bay de Noc recent ­ 
ly when their automobile plunged through 
the ice and was lost in the water. The in­ 
cident averted tragedy only because the 
occupants of the cai had sufficient w arn ­ 
ing to permit them to jum p from the vehi­ 
cle before it plunged through I he thin ice. 
The practice of driving cars on the ice 
bas long been one of the hazards of the 
w inter season here. Motorists who do not 
need to be on tho bay 
certainly 
should 
avoid this hazard. Even in cold w eather the 
thickness of the ice at various parts of the 
bay varies considerably because of cur­ 
rents and other causes. 
The experienced 
fishermen g e n e ra lly know w here the safe 
routes are. Thir occupation requires them 
to be on the ice. Others who drive around 
the bay “just for fun" are simply inviting 
tragedy. 
As most local residents know, the water 
depths in Bay de Noc are considerable, 
generally upwards of 20 feet. 
A 
person 
caught inside an automobile that plunges 
through the ice has small chance to get out 
under w ater and if he does 
get 
out. 
he 
probably would not come to the surface at 
the point of open water.

Niners are chafing at the bit as 
they anxiously await the arrival 
of spring and the rush to discov­

By JANE ST AFEARD 
Washington—Stomach idee. pa­ 
tients who buy cabbage juice at 
the corner grocery and drink it 
may feel better but medical au ­ 
thorities doubt w hether the cab­ 
bage juice will cure their ulcers 
Tile current cabbage-juice-for- 
ulcer vogue 
apparently 
started 
from a report 
of 
Dr. 
Garnett 
Cheney 
of 
Stanford University 
School of Bedicine. He treated 13 
peptic ulcer patients with fresh 
cabbage juice and reported then 
ulcers 
healed 
faster 
than 
on 
standard ulcer treatments. In six 
of the patients the average heal­ 
ing time for the ulcers was 7.3 
days. 
“ In the absence 
of 
controlled 
evidence, there is no reason to 
attach much significance to the 
Cheney report,” Dr Morris Fish- 
bein, editor of the diurnal of the 
American 
Medical 
Association, 
commented. 
“Anything which 
will 
dilute 
the acid or cover the ulcer will 
bring relief,” he added, “but this 
is not a cure of ulcer.” 
Dr. Cheney's theory that cab­ 
bage juice, and a variety of fresh 
greens and cereal grasses as well 
as fresh milk, raw egg yolks, cer­ 
tain animal and 
vegetable 
fats 
and stomach lining may contain 
tile anti-ulcer substance or vita­ 
min is in line with present sci­ 
entific thinking.

A combination of 
stone

waLs adds to the charm of Hie 
five-room cottage introduced to­ 
day by the Home of 
the 
Week 
Pion Service, 
Inc. 
But 
beauty 
m ust be paid for; the variation of 
bud ing materials also makes the 
house expensive to build. 
In addition to living room, din­ 
ing room, kitchen and two bed­ 
rooms, the plan provides 
for 
a 
full bathroom, a 
first-floor 
la­ 
yette and a latge amount of clos­ 
et and hall space. 
Hall Space Privacy lo Rooms 
The house, which is called “The 
Montpelier, ’ measures 31x24 feet 
at the loundati ii and the porch, 
ii built as shown in the accom­ 
panying illustration, will add an ­ 
other IO or 12 lect to the width, j 
The cubic content of the struc­ 
ture is 16,300 feet. 
Tile hail space throughout the 
house not only serves to give pri­ 
vacy to the various rooms, but 
also aifords excellent circulation. 
Tile visitor notices t lr is hall a t t a 
immediately upon entering 
Hie 
front door. Instead of the usual 
small entry found 
in 
so 
many 
houses, the guest in “The Mont­ 
pelier” is received in a spacious 
entry corridor which runs half 
way through the house, ending at 
a door opening on a back hall­ 
way. There is a large coat closet 
at the left of this door, while a 
scmi-cnclo ed stairway 
to 
the 
second floor rise 
at the right of 
the front hall. Open 
arches 
at 
left and right, near the frontdoor, 
connect the hallway with dining 
room and living room. 
The living room, with its wide 
picture window on the front of 
the house balanced by a similar 
window at the 
rear, 
measures 
221 xl3 feet. A fireplace is cent­ 
ered in the outside wall, flanked 
by a French door to the po 
the opposite side. Balancing me 
archway from the hall on the long 
inside wall of the room, 
a 
door 
opens on tile rear, L-shaped hull 
which passes the layette and cel­ 
lar stairway as it leads to the kit­ 
chen and the rear entry 
to 
the 
house. 
Can Eliminate Rear Hall 
While tins rear hall has its own 
advantages, giving privacy to the 
kitchen and layette and afford­ 
ing cheet acce s between the rear 
yard and basement, some owners 
might wish to eliminate the hall 
and add t,.e space it occupied to 
behen. Such a change in the 
plan could be easily made. 


Over the dining room and kit­ 
chen, a 12x11-loot bedroom takes 
lull advantage of eaves storage 
space, with two tiers of built-in 
drawers, und a door opening into 
toe loft above the dining room. 
On the other side of the house, 
lire master bedroom, 
measuring 
13x11 feet, has three clothes clos­ 
ets, and a tier of drawers under 
the caves. The room has windows 
on three sides. 
Attic insulation should be 
in­ 
stalled in this type of house for 
year around comfort in the u p ­ 
stairs rooms. 
The full basement, the laundry 
and

rest of the cellar could be parti­ 
tioned off for other purposes.

Restoring Floor Part

In modernizing an old home .it 
is important to give proper a t­ 
tention 
to 
worn 
floors.

floors are of oak, they probably 
can be restored to their original 
beauty at relatively little cost by 
sanding and refinishing. 
In some cases it may be advis­ 
able to install new floors. More 
complete 
modernization

Crack Around Window 
Will Waste Much Fuel 
The crack around the average 
window sash is equal in space to 
the size of a common brick.

total space from which heat can 
escape is equal to 22 bricks or a 
hole big enough for a person to 
crawl through. 
Such leaks should be 
stopped 
with weather-stripping. 
If this 
is done and storm windows are 
installed, fuel savings for

window so protected each season

Cedar Closet Doors 
Must C lose Tightly 
Closets lined 
with 
red-cedar 
wood, as they are ordinarily in­ 
stalled, are of doubtful value in 
protecting clothing from moth at­ 
tack. 
Usually the closets are not 
tightly enough constructed to re­ 
in the emanations from tho ce­ 
dar wood in sufficient strength 
to kill the worms.

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In Greece, As Elsewhere, War Hits The ‘Little People’ Hardest Thomas L. Thomas Sings 
And Weaves Fine Rugs 


This row of American pyram id-style Army tents 
is home to Greek refugees at a camp in Ionnina. 
As many as seven families often live in one tent. 
The camp is badly located on the side of a hill. 
Water runs through the tents, adding to the 


misseries of the homeless. The ditch, which runs 
in front of the tents, is the only facility for 
sanitation the camp possesses. Once, this spot 
was an old Jewish walled cemetery. 


Inside tit is one tent live 27 persons, refugees from the village of 
Vassiliko in the Pogoni region. 
Although the Greek army has 
recaptured their home, they don’t feel safe in their own beds 
because of continuing guerrilla activity. 
They prefer the tent, 
where each family lives in two to four square yards. 


In Greece today, almost IO 
per cent of the population is 
homeless. Many refugee camps 
take care of the estimated 600,- 
000 persons forced to flee the 
civil war. Through one of these 
camps went Mrs. Cornelia Pin- 
chot, widow of the former gov­ 
ernor of Pennsylvania. 
“C uri­ 
ous old ladies were about as 
welcome as curious reporters,” 
she said, on her 
return, 
but 
nevertheless her curiosity was 
rewarded. 
She 
visited 
this 
camp in Ionnina in the Pindus 
Mountains region, 
w here 
the 
refugees 
lived 
in 
American 
Arm y tents and ate relief r a ­ 
tions. She found no stoves, al­ 
most no mattresses, no beds or 
furniture. And sanitary facili­ 
ties 
were 
nonexistent. 
M any 
Greeks fleeing to the hills do so 
because 
they 
feel 
conditions 
could not possibly be worse un- 
ri°r the Communists. Americans 
dare not fail in the Greek e x ­ 
periment, says Mrs. 
Pinchot, 
lest this philosophy of despair 
spread to other non-Communist 
countries. Mrs. Pinchot brought 
the‘-o exclusive pictures back 
with her. 
The sturdy Greek peasant women refuse to give in 
to despair. This woman, carrying a load of fodder 
from the fields near Dodoni, does double duty. 
While working, her hands are busy twisting coarse 
yarn. 


This woman was happy, be­ 
cause she had something to do. 
Her 
husband 
built 
her 
this 
loom, and she was the only 
refugee to do constructive work. 


Cooking;, since there are no stoves at the Ionnina 
camp, presents a problem. Most of the Greek w om ­ 
en cook over open fires In front of their tents. This 
woman's m id-day meal is a panful of fried onions.

But 
Temblors 
Usually 
Only Slight 


Lansing—While 
minor 
earth­ 
quakes are not unusual in Michi­ 
gan most of them are so slight, 
reports G. E. Eddy, chief 
of 
the 
geology division of the conserva­ 
tion departm ent, that 
they 
are 
undetectable to the average per­ 
son. 
Reports of “a 
w avering 
just 
like a boat on the w aves” follow- 
ed by the discovery of an irregu­ 
lar crack in the soil are f r e q u e n t ­ 
ly received by the geology divi­ 
sion. 
Tke seismologists at the Uni­ 
v e r s it y of Michigan have record­ 
ed many quakes which have oc­ 
curred in the Great Lakes area in 
recent years. “These earth trem ­ 
ors,” Eddy says, “are believed to 
be due in part to the resiliency or 


elasticity of the rocks 
of 
our 
state in attem pting to 
regain 
a 
position which they occupied be­ 
fore the great glacier covered this 
entire region to a depth of p er­ 
haps a mile. 
This 
tremendous 
weight actually 
compressed 
the 
underlying materials 
and 
since 
the retreat of the ice to the north 
the rocks have been attem pting 
to readjust themselves.” 
Eddy points out that geologists 
know this to be true because ev­ 
idence of old beaches along the 
shores of the glacial lakes show a 
vertical movement of at least 270 
feet near the south shore ol Lake 
Superior.

The reason is 
that all wartime a c tiv ity in this 
business turned out to be a great 
bixin and windfall to private in­ 
dustry. 
In all there w ere 
150 
st eel- 
making facilities built at govern­ 
ment 
expense. 
Fifty-tw o 
were 
iron 
and 
steel-making 
plants 
proper. Fifty were foundries, IG 
w ere forge plants, and 32 were 
alloy furnaces, mines, 
coal 
and 
coke plants and so forth. 
The 
government 
built 
these 
plants at premium prices. Often 
the government units were inte­ 
grated with existing facilities that 
the private steel companies them­ 
selves owned. In short, the gov­ 
ernment 
merely expanded their 
capacity to make money, for free 
The government then gave these I 
companies contracts 
to 
operate j 
the plants. And when 
the 
war 
was over, the government 
sold ! 
the plants to private operators at j 
about 37 cents on the dollar of I 
original cost.

Its supposed­ 
ly great oil field is in a naval re­ 
serve north of the Arctic Circle 
where exploratory wells have al­ 
ready been drilled. 
Transporta­ 
tion of the crude obtained can be 
easily made by

points, but electric power is need­ 
ed for the pumps and refineries. 
The mineral .resow ’'-r 
aska, a territory

with a terrain varying from flat 
lowlands to rocky mountains and 
a clim ate from that of New Eng­ 
land to the North Pole, have as 
yet hardly been touched.

Home Instruction 
Is a Boon to the 
Handicapped Child!

Washington— Because 
of 
his 
physical handicap, Johnny 
can­ 
not go to school like his play­ 
mates. But the chances are thai 
in many places the school may 
be brought to Johnny and others 
like him. 
M any states already 
have 
di­ 
rectors and supervisors of educa­ 
tion for 
tile 
physically 
handi­ 
capped, and m any state laws hav e 
been passed in recent years pro­ 
viding for the education of these 
children w herever they m ay be— 
in homes, hospitals, convalescent 
homes or special schools. 
A recent survey by the U. S 
GI lice of Education indicated that 
home instruction was being pro­ 
vided to some of the children In 
each of 34 states, 
although 
in 
some states only a few children 
are enrolled. At the time the sta­ 
tistics w ere collected approxim a­ 
tely 10,400 children w ere report­ 
ed to be receiving this service. 
Dr. Romaine P. Mackie, speci­ 
alist in education of the physical­ 
ly handicapped at the Office of 
Education, 
believes 
that 
these 
figures fall far short of the ac­ 
tual num ber receiving home in­ 
stinct ion. She also says that the 
service is not available to m any 
“Hundreds, perhaps thousands, oi 
other children who will remain 
in their homes, illiterate and de­ 
prived of all 
other 
advantages 
that schools offer boys and girls." 
Among the home-bound young­ 
sters who are unable 
to 
go 
to 
school, it seems the leading caus­ 
es of disability are rheumatic fe­ 
ver, orthopedic conditions such as 
infantile paralysis, 
and 
chronic 
medical conditions. 
W herever school systems have j 
a division of 
special 
education, 
the home teacher is usually a t­ 
tached to that staff. 
She 
goes 
from home to 
home 
instructing 
children and 
wherever 
possible 
tries to m ake them feel that they 
are a part of the regular school 
system. Dr. Mackie told me one 
of the chiel values of the home 
instruction program is 
a 
social 
one. While the child is recovering 
from illness it is 
comforting 
to 
him to know that 
he 
is 
pro­ 
gressing along with children his 
own age. 
Aids Recovery 
The program also provides the 
child with something 
construc­ 
tive to think about. Thus, accord­ 
ing to m any doctors, it 
actually 
furthers 
his 
physical recovery. 
The home teacher is in a strate­ 
gic position to 
help 
both 
the 
child and the parents to develop 
and maintain good attitudes to ­ 
ward his handicap. 
“Certainly the child 
who 
al­ 
ready has a handicap should not 
he deprived of his opportunity for 
schooling,” Dr. Mackie says. Tn-

This is a far cry from the original 
stronghold, which still lives, al­ 
most lost, in the middle of the ex­ 
pansive modern post. 
The old fort has stood the years 
well. 
The massive scarp 
walls 
still stand, although stripped of 
cannon. 
The walls w ere built in 
a star shape, with bastions at each 
corner. 
In the center of the old 
fort, the four-story stone barracks 
provide a 
fine exam ple of 
the 
architecture of 
a 
century 
ago. 
Around the stronghold is the same 
dry m oat that gave added protec­ 
tion in form er days. 
The Arm y began building the 
fort in 
1843, 
finishing it 
eight 
years later. 
They constructed the 
scarp wall of cedar, but during 
the Civil W ar. it was rebuilt of 
brick— six feet thick. 
At present, the old fort. cover­ 
ing an area of 19 acres, is in the 
process of transfer to the City of 
Detroit. 
While the Army retains 
the rem ainder of the post. the 
original structure will be convert­ 
ed into a historical m onum ent and 
museum. 
The city historical commission 
plans to restore the old fort to its 
original condition. Relics of M ich­ 
igan’s frontier period will be pre­ 
served there.
